Ail of 
us hnve been doing dowbie dus-. We ecarswiy sit down to our meals without some- 
one coming in every other five mimites or no to call for nelp. Food is swallowe’ 
whole and hurried exits are maid? to seve a truck frem being stolen, or mere ofts 
to protect wowen from scidiors. Seldon do we 411 sit down to eat at the sane 
time, We dare not go wut elone efter dar®, tut go ia twos or threes. 


Evexy day or tw ave Gone o°% for an inepottion of ow 
mission property. J nave fons? vialiozu in cur husse as Felt Haxa Rd. overy 
time I have gona thers, hiery fo beonee 43 ¢ cisght to behold, uatcuched 
until. the Japenasa ersv arrived; nothing wisSortneld siace Pyeary icck haw been 
brokea, overy trunk ranencke?. Their ecarch for woney and voinebies hea led 
them to the fluse 2.4 inside piancs. 


Our phonnzranh records are all broken: the diehes ere ina 
broken mass on the floor alongs with anything elewe that was discarded after each 
looting. The front of the pisno was removed and all the hamrevs etruck with 
something heavy. Our house deine outside the Safety Zone, this was not to ve 
unexpected, but houses within th» Zone have chared a like fate. Two of ont 
boys! school wilding were eot fire to, ore ie a complat loss. Nanking presente 
a dienal aypearance. At the tine the cevensse Army entered the city littla harw 
had. been done to buildirgs. Since then the stores bave vnen stripeed of tnvir 
wares and most of them barned. Tazping, Chung Mwa, and practically every other 
main business road in the city is a mave of ruiis. In the Sonth city much of 
the area back of the main street was alnc burne’.. We sea new fires every day 
end wonder when much beastly destruction yill coase. 


But far worse ia what has been haprening to the pconlo. 
They have been in terror, ani no wordor. Many of them have nothing left now but 
a single garment afound their shouliers. Evlplenasc and unarmed, they have been 
at the mercy of the soldiors, who have toen permitted to roam about at will 
wnsrever they pleansd. Thsre is no cisc.nline whasever and many of thom ave 
drunk. By day they go into the buildings in our Safsty Tone centers, looking 
for desirable women, then at nicht they return to get them. If they have been 
hidden away, the rornonsible ren ara bayonctted on the spot. Giris of eleven 
and twolve and women of fifty have not escaped. Rentotance is fatal, The wore’ 
Cases Gome to the huspitel. A woman six months proegaont. who resicted, cama to 
us with 15 knife wounds in her face and vod; , One plercine ine abdomen. She los 
her teby, tyvt her tifa will ve sprved. One man, of many who gave themselves up 
to the mexcy of the Japanese wisn thoz7 ws1s nromiend their lives would bo sparc 
& vory few of them revurned ~ Lived long en? woh to tall the “ste of that group. 
He claims they threw gasciin: over thair enc then sat fire to them. This 
man boe no other wounds, but wee burned so “beeekbly earowid the neck and heed the 
one could aap etd helieve he war a husan beirg,. Whe anue d-v enother, whose bot 
had been haly barnec over, cama into the hospital. He hud also been shot. It 
is altogether likely that the bunch of them had teen machine-gunned, then their 
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bodies piled together and rurncc. We covld not got the detaile, but he evi- 
dently crawled out and naurge’ to gut %o the hespitel for help. Beth of these 
died. And eo I could relate euch horribie stories that you'd have no appetite 
for days. It is absolutely vutelievable, tus thousands have been butchered in 
cold blood = how many it ie hard to guess, some believo it would approach the 
10,000 mark. 


We have had come vory pleasant Japansee who have treated us 
with courtesy end respect. Others heve baen very fierce enl threatensd us, 
striking or slapping e216. Xr. Wdece hed eutlered most at theim hands. Occas- 
foneally have I seen a Japanese help-ng vee Vhinves, oF picking vp @ Chinese 
baby to play with it. More than on% capsnes® eoidter nas told us ae did not lib 
war and wished he were becic hora. Althouzh the Jepeneso Urbaesy staff has been 
cordiel and tried to help us ovt, tney have been helpless. Eut soldiers with a 
conscience ars fow and fer betwen. 


Mow it io time to make the rounds of the hospital. There ar 
a hundred on the staff. When we have water and lights egain it will be mich 
easier, for with lems to Jook after and water to pump cach day our labour is 
increased considerably. 


Dec, 30, 1937 


Glorious waither. It feels so good to got out into the air. 
It ie more peaceful, but fev from 400d. A man came into the hospital today 
shot through the intestines with about four feet of them hanging out. He has 
a chance in a thousand of recovery. Bob Wilsoa spent the better part of the 
morning trying to patch him up. Before dinner a 12 year old girl was abducted 
by two Japanese soldiers who Grove up in a yellow taxi. Several men were for- 
cibly carried away from Ginling, Magee's place, as woll as other places, accuser 
of being soldiers. The men had frieads among vhe group who could identify them 
as Civilians, but because they hai calouses on their hands they were branded 
without further investigation as soldiers in spite of the protests voiced. 
Many ricksha and sampan men, ae well as other laborers have been shot simply 
because they have the marks of honest toil upon their hands. An old caretaker 
in a German residence near the Kiang An bus station ie reported to have been 
killed yesterday. Soldiers found no young men on the place to conscript for 
labour and he protested about going hirre)f. And I said this had been a 
fairly pea¢eful day! Can you imagine whet vas happening when I did not have 
time to stop and write? 


Been busy getting in supplies of rice for the hospital, 
and those Chinese Christiana housed in tho Drum Tower Church. Moved 50 dig 
bags, about 65 tan. 


. The Japansse ara boginning to tighten up on the police, 
the Chinose, and a exgeoshion of furthers rastrictions for the foreigrere. It 
was sugeceted ty mr. Oki that we Americans be concentrated in one place under 
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guard. Just how much free’om woul’ be allowed in such a case we do not know, 
but we are a bit suspicious. The registration is proceeding, and those Chinese 
who do not have a certificate of registration are being reetricted rrom frees 
movement within the Safety Zone and are refused exit from the Zone. 


Now I ast closs. I must take some patiente home in the 
Ambulance. Everyone who leaves the hoenmital m.st be accompanied by a foreigner. 
I am the official bodyguard, even for t2 »yolice! We ars so crowded that we a 
glad to get some out. So mary have no vwiase *¢ go to and no nonsy and no ¢loth 
ing, that it io quite a problem. We canne; heel than and then kick thom out to 
die of neglect or stervation, os te bo i lled cv reiajuead., Uess of them have 
come in from bayonet or vullow wounds oroces tho city was captured. 


Dec. 31, 1937 

This is the last day of the year. Great vreperations are 
being made to celebrate the New Year. It met be one holiday our Japanese 
friends like. A three-day holiday has veen announced. We dread what mey take 
place with more freedom allowed. There is some indication of things fcr the 
better. Today I saw crowds of people flocking across Chung Shan Road out of 
the Zone. They came back later carrying rice which was being distributed by 
the Japanese from the Zxecutive Yuan Examination Yuan. 


There were some happy people today. We have so many babies 
in the hospital and the mothers and bables are always happy t. be leavirg, even 
though they have no decent plece to go to - only vvercrowed concentration 
camps with hundreds in a room. The grandmother and three other children had 
Come to escort the new baby "howe’as they called it eo I bundled them all into 
the ambulance and took them over to the University where they are *at home" 
among the 20,000 refugees there. The brother insisted on holding his little 
baby brother and they were all smiles over the fine but brief auto ride. But 
what have they to be happy over? Well, 1 hand it to them, they've succeeded in 
rising above the circumstances in a moble way. Another servant from the Ameri- 
can Embassy came in for his final examination and to have the stitches removed 
from a bullet wound, and he was all smilies. 


Registration is under way at the B.7.T.S. Spent part of th 
morning trying to get some of our hospital staff regiatered, but there wae such 
a jam that we could not get near. Our folke are anxious to get registered fear. 
ing the time limit wil). expire and death if they do not comply. Our busy bunch 
Can not stand in line day after day wei:ing when they have so much work to do. 
The reet of the morning was spent in trying to get something to eat for our 
family of three hundrod. They surely eat up a lot every day and food is hard 
to get. We went way into the scuth-west pavt of the city near the we?l and had 
@ hard time getting thore. As some of the fires had caused so much debris to 
be scattered into the streets one could hardly get by in spots. The food prob- 
lem will soon be a very ferious one wiiess gomethirg ie done to get acme in fro: 
the outside. 
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Another woran with a new taby inelsts on leaving the hos- 
pital although she has no place to go to, no money, no friends, ani no provision: 
for her baby. He® hueboni was taken away days ago ard has never returned, and 
probably never will. She wante to get out to seek him, going arouni from place 
to place in her search. Slo has no strength and how crn she possibly do it? 


I have givon her name to several of th? camps trying to trace friends or neigh- 
bors all to no avaii. Myi Wont misory we witness. 


Wa expect the new government to be ineauguiated in Banking 
tomorrow =~ a celabration is due neas Kolou in tho afternoon. The forwer tive- 
colour flag has beon ravived, end they sxy 60,000 have doen mado to order thet 
they may be flown along with ‘the Japenese flag. 


January leat, J928 

The day end the year started gloriously. irecrackers 
going full blast worke me ard i opened my eyes to wonder what was going ons 
It was a porfectly veartiful day with th» eun a big red bell of five in the 
sky. Later purple Mountain was a lovely blve like the Cascades cfien sre. It 
wae very obviovaly a holiday. fFirecrsackeve - loads of them hei been distrivbuted 
to the Chinesa free, and who would refuse ths indulgence of making a good noise 
to relieve the snirit. We learned that yostardar they gave avay several lvn- 
dreds of thousands of 200 lb. bage of rice, The usual Now Years gre®tings wore 


exchanged. 


The nicht before inst w6 were invited to the home of Herr 
John Rabe, where we found 2 benutiful Chrictmae tree lighted with meny candles. 
Everything was perfect except ths absence of our wives and children - a big 
lack. We have been worrying «tout you. We heard one brief centence over the 
radio from Tokyo that all Amovicans ware ccing evacuated from Xuling. I some- 
times wish you were a’l save in Anorica, 


We had a New Yeaw's dinner with Mro. Twinen, Mr. MoGee, 
Mr. Forster, and Mrs. Cheng of Girling, av guests. We ate our lest goose. 
About the time we finished dinner cur day began to be apoilei. Two men came 
running from Magee's place - he nas thrice places full of refugees - saying that 
two Japanese soldiers had entered and were after the women. We got a car ready 
and Fitch took Magee andi Forster over. lator he brought in two of the wonen to 
the hospital. One had ocon zaped and the other badly beaten had managed with th 
aid of her father to bresk away bot had been injured an she jumped from a windcy 
They wore hysterical. @h3i a raa from a templo in the southouetern part of ths 
city wae brought to us. She had been wounded on the l4th of December. Five of 
them had sought sefety in a dugout, Lut the Javanese soldiers wont into the 
Gugout from each end killing three of t).e rive,and wounding the cther two. 
These two, the nun and a little apprentico girl of ten, later saved their lives 
by hiding under the dead bodies of their friends. Highteen days without medica: 
attention, and five day: without food. A man in the neighborhood managed to 
get the badly wounded nun to the hospital. She told us of the little girl who 
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had been stabbed in thse back, 80 I tcok the embulance dow to get her, Her woun 
had healed all right, all she neede was food, a bath, and confortable svrround- 
inge. The people who live tn the south-sast section of the city avo a terrified 
lot, surrounded by Japauese soldiers. They gathered around us as we waited for 
the little girl - quite e decently behaved grovp of soldiers. vt as wo stood 
there a drunk soldier care by bullying two old Chinese men, The Chineco mon 
wore so frightened that thuy came up to wo and begged for my he-p. I must con- 
fess I am afraid of an armed déunken soldier, vdut with the aid of a few of the 
sober soldiers who helped ty diverting tho attention of the drunkard vhe old mon 
had an opportunity tc escape - ard low thay woox to their heels. Tre drunkun 
soldier evidently cursed me for ore of tna otaer so.ctors, angered, took a clud 
to him. As I started back to the autuleace { diccovsrce another bunch of eoldic 
had taken off my orderly, rather, 15 of them. It wes the cook who urged by 
curiousity had berso% %o be allowed to accompany us. Hie Rod Cross sleeve tant 
had been taken off. He was ecared and thought sure he wos about to be shot. 1 
rescued him and by thie tine I began to fear our anvulance might have been taker 
but we hurried back to find the decent tuach of sclaiere gtill avrrounding it, 
wo we left them with exiles. ‘he last few days we have hat to go into the ex- 
treme parts of the cily where Zew psople dere to venture, but we have come back 
safely each time with ov load of food or patients. 


Tried Soday to estimato the oxtors of deutruftion of pro- 
perty,; From the hospital to Chung Chen and Peh Hoia Roeds, avout 30 percont, 
beyond there less, and not a great deal burned out in the e.treme covthern 
part. Off from 5. Kulou towerde the gast wall about 22 o7 20 percent con 
centrated in certain aroas. 


Anothex wowan came into the hospital this afternoon who 
had been wounded befors the fall of Nazking. Hor hows +vas in a viliags south 
of Nanking. She had left hone with her five children - the younges’ threo 
monthe and the cldest twelvs. Jepanose planes flew ovsrheed sprayivg mechine- 
tun bullets. One hit her in the eye coming out noer the throat. She tried to 
struggle on with her baby but finally heé to give up and lay unconscious most 
of one night with her chilirea gathered near her. In the morning sho realized 
she could not continue with the woight of her vaby 60 she left it in a deserted 
house and struggloé along unti* she oem: to some villagers who helped her into 
one of the refugee camps. After eightesen days she roachea us and medical aid. 


Ponichs at dusk I counted five. good sized fires in differen: 
parts of the city - ana so tha burning, ané looting, ead raping continues. 
In the Safety Zone it is much bet er elihoush the scoldtars stiil come in. Eow- 
ever in contrast to those days whan we a.” trying to atop them at several 
places at once day ard night, it is comeratively peaceful and quiet. At 
least we have time to write. 


January 3rd, _1938 

Succoeded in getting haif of the hospital staff registered 
today. I muet report a good deed done by sone Japaneee. Recently eaveral 
very nice Japaneses have visited the hospital. We told them of our tack of food 
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Jamary 6th: 

A red letter day! Mr. Fulnyi of the Japanese Dubassy in- 
forms us that three Amsrican ambyvery men will arrive in Nanking today. They 
have been making promises for tea days lut apparently had some difficulty in 
eatting army permiesion. We tried to eoud a message through the Japanese 
asking for their return Imt they 16rused to send it. They would lire to have 
had us all out of Nanking, bus now that ve have fvVayed eo long and know eo much 
we are not allowed to leave — we are virtually prisoners. 


My radio doca not work sv well aftor all. We have secured - 
second radio but cannot get the vhort wove to work, We got English reports fror 
Tokyo, Manila and Shenclai, and there is soms Oud mizic, but I cpent eoma hour: 
at the radio yeaterény ard vrom all sourcas I £0y She same record so often that 
I could sing it for our hovsswid: - 

"I'm Pop-cye the sailor man, I'r pop-eye the sailor man, 

I fight to the finizn for I eata my spinach, 

I'm Foo-eyo the sailor man." 


Have a new job. Eeen delivering babios. Oh yes, Trim 
and Wilson DELIVER them, but I tako then home, to some crowded refugee camp, 
Nearly every other day I talce the ambulance out to get bah tsei, rise, and 
other stuffs. A foreigner mist go along to guarentee delivery. Saivaged three 
Cows recontly and hrs. Chang is making som butter for us, Our bachelor group 
has gone through with about 25 dozen tins of luchowfu poaches, and for tho past 
month we have had them every day. We ave cating more rics and thero is plenty 
of bah teai. I unéorstand the Japanese are solling aroies in limited guantitier 
at ten cents apiece. A lew other Shings are Coming in, 


The biggest news of the day has just come, The American 
Sonsular representative told us thet the farilios of McCallum, Trimmer, Mills 
and Smythe left Hankow for Hong ong on the SOth. He aleo delivered sone 
letters of yours written the last or November. Tt was tho firet newa or neil 
we've received for more than a wonth, and how wolgone it wae, I'm hoping you 
had a comfortable trip although i fenl eure you must have heen exposed-to a lot 
of inconveniences ani possible dangere. I ehall bs reliaved vhea I hear where 
you are and what your next move will be. I have oncludod in my ovr mind that 
if you are peruitted tc come to Shanzhai you will do m aré place the children 
in the American School thers Yor the rest of the school year. I'm hoping for 
that move, it means 1 might be able to sce you before so very long although, 
ag yet, we have no asuurcnce that we would *6 nermitted to leave, 


I am glud I stayed. Althoveh thore were only twenty of 
us foreigners we heve deen evle to help considerably in the variovs concentra~ 
tion points in the Safety Zono. Had there beon a hundred of us to geval 
against the 50,000 soldiers that mich moe could have besa eccommlishod. 
Ginling has housed as high ae 12,0L0; the University buildings about 25, 000; 
The Serinary and 3.1.7.5. 2 or 3 vhoucer2 each, and every house in the vicinity 
crammed full. Some of the men are engaged now in trucking coal and rice; we 
do not dare leave a truck or car out of our sight. 
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January 7th: 

Thore is otill a corpye in our compound at Pek Hsia Road, 
another on the first ficor of ou* Scuth Gate Womens’ Building, and one in the 
Plopper's compound ~ atl aving uet thei: fate atout Dec. 13, In the Prices 
yard is a little baby svou’ eis months o.d 5 cried while a soldicr was Taping 
its mother. The soidisr wnothered it oy “AGting his iheucd over 4%6 rose and 
mouth, Permite to bury have nus been oltoinabla. % tewve baried more than 20 
bocies myself in ovr hospital ugorie; gather ing thom off the streets neavdy, 
most of them being soldiers, The locgy oy Live hae been appallinge Mon, women, 
and children of all sro0 have gard a tarvlbls , cise. Whr dows war have to be 
80 beastly? 


Vapatese talk of ma, ing the propia back to their hoazes, 
starting up businesa acain, ocd of briugang in & lot o? Japancse g2c0ds. Ths 
Giplomatic group went %: set Up A City eovarpment; the army will not ellow 4t. 
They want tho people to 60 vack to their homes; while tho arry continues to 
terrify them so that they dare nos leave the concentration caxps. They want 
business started again; the ermy hae taken away 211 etocks and burned the storer 
They want to produce; tut the army has cilled all the chickene and pigs and cow: 
every living thing. The irony of it! 


January 8th: 


Some nownpaper mon care to the entrance of a concentration 
Camp and distributed cakes ar) apples, and banded out a few soins to the sopi- 
gees, and moving pictures were teen of thia kind acte A3 the same tine a 
bunch of soldiers @lirbed ove: the back wall of the compound and raped a dozen 
or 80 of the women. There were no pacturew taken ous back. 


The coostructive group want to rertora electricity and 

water. The dey before the final arrangime is wove wee thruagh Rsbe to gat 

the workmen bork on the job, ar ilivary Geischnont headed by 2 noa-vomm) saioned 
officer went to the British Egpuit Co 's factory, and packing ont a group of 
Zlectric Light Co's employees. <3 of thea, lined them uy and machine-geurnned 
them. The Light Cc. was a privata corporation. The soldiors, without inveati- 
getion, Claimed they wars government employees. That in vrs general con@ition 
alter a month's time and there is 3ittla hope of inprovimens. 


liow tha Japanese are trying to dictreiit our efforts in the 
Sefety Zone. The: thvesten acd anbimidate the poor Chinese into repudiating 
What we have said, Scue of the Chinsss are evon ready to prove that the 
looting, raving, and barning was done by thea Chinese and not the Japanese. 
I feel sometimes that we havo been €ealing with maniacs and idiots, and I marge? 
that all of us foreigners have como through this ordval alive. 


We do not knew when we 317 ba permitted to leave Nanking, 
With so few of us we de not want to leave until. sone more mon are alloved to 
come in. We have heen living sairly uewmalty in owe vachelor cuarters and 
it has been a gvoad bunch to be with. Ail of us hava gotten into rany amusing 
situations as well as serions ones, and we have jully tines relating them to 
each other, We could welcome a Change from Luchowfu peaches and Chinese caldage 
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land tho American Embascy men over for dinner this evening, 
and Trimmer also as he had not met thom. The Embacuy mon are not having such 
a glorious time of it. They have not boen able to get heat, light, or water, 
and it ie difficult setting wo housekeeping and getting supplies. Ard of 
course they co:not have the interests and activities the rest of us do, and with 
no newspapers or outside activities of any sort whatsoever, with only problems 
to handle, life s:em)a bit dull for them. One is shut in and i must admit the 
atmosphere is extremsly gloomy and dull. 


We are all anxious to get to Shanghai ncw to see our femili. 
One of the British mon ic going to Shanghai tonight and has promised to take any 
letters we might want to send. I am sending you the letter I have written but 
could not mail ~ quite a stack by now. 


Conditions have improved, but horrible things still go on. 
Two days ago I went into the dispensary and saw a fifteen year old boy on the 
table with part of his stomach and some of his intestines protruding. The 
would was two days old. He lives out near the Wu Ting Meng Gage. The soldiers 
had taken him as @ laborer to carry vegetables. When he had finished his work 
they went through his clothing and robbeé. him of the sixty cents which they 
found, then stuck him several times with bayonets. 


Our British Embassy friends have had a difficult time hearin 
our stories. They are too raw for them to take so we have had to tone them down 
considerably. But thoy have been bumping into eome pretty terrible things on 
their own and getting it first hand. They went on a tour of inspection of the 
British property and near the A.}.C. at Ho Ping Men they found the body of a 
woman who had hed a golf club forced up internally; a part of it was protruding. 
Now you know why the people are still in the refugee camps and why they are 
still terrified. We have been able to protect them on American property when 
we have been present, but what we have been able to do has been a mere drop 
in the bucket. 


Spent a good share of the day getting hay and cotton seed 
Cakes to feed our dairy cows Next week I shall have to rustle rice and coal. 
I was out with one ambulance today; Grace Bauer took the other one to get some 
Peh Tsai. She went away out Tung Si Men for her loaf’and got back safely. 
It is wonderful the limite to which we foreigners can go without mishap. Some 
of the diplomatic people who have recently arrived wonder why we have not all 
been lined up and shot for we have gotten by with a lot. 


I am glad you ere in Shanghai and the boys in school. 
You seem so much nearer and I hope we can be together before too long. Don't 
blame me too mech for leaving the family responsibilities upon your shoulders 
alone. I really expected to get out before the bitter end because I felt I 
owed it to the family. When my mwn mission work was finished and I could 
have slipped out, the hospital was in euch dire need for a business manager and 
so short handed that it seemed I couldn't refuse when they asked me if I could 
help. Once in, I was caught in such a whirlpool of work that I covldn't get 
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out had I wanted to, My thoughts and prayers wont out to you many many times. 

I do not criticize anyome who left. thought it was the thing to do, anil 

have been thankful I urged all our Chinese friends and workers to leave. But Ic 
am glad I stayed, hard as it was, and had a small share in helping these poor 
folk.
